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Fixed Library Costs - 


Public library costs are easily calcu- 
lable on the basis of population. It should 
be a simple matter, then, to work out a 
formula in terms of the mill rate by which 
Edmonton's public library will have ample 
funds for service and expansion without 
continued appeals for additional grants, 

Librarian Hugh Gourlay has said 
that the Canadian Library Association 
fixes the cost of “reasonably good” service 
at $1.50 per person in the population to be 
served and at $2.00 per person for “super- 
ior” service. 

The Edmonton public library has been 
giving superior service at a cost less than 
$1.00 per person, 

It obvously cannot be continued. And 
for that reason the library board is asking 
for at least $14,000 over and above its 1948 
grant of $93,572 to maintain the service 
for the balance of the library year. 

The difficulty, of course, lies in the 
discrepancy between the mill rate fixed by 
law for library service and the inescapable 
costs of good library service. 

Up until recently the limit on money 
to be raised for library purposes in a com- 
munity was one mill, That has now been 
raised to one and one half mills. 

But in view of the fact that the lib- 
rary has never subsisted on this mill rate 


allowed by the provincial government and 
has had to depend upon further civic 
grants, it seems to be just about time that 
the relationship between the legal mill rate 
and unavoidable costs be studied a little 
more closely. 

There is nothing very complex about 
it. 

All Edmonton has to do is to decide 
whether it wants poor, good or superior 
library service. As Mr. Gourlay points out, 
the costs of these three grades of service 
are outlined with reasonable exactitude by 
the Canadian Library Association, 

Then, having arrived simply at the 
total required, there will be no difficulty 
in fixing upon the mill rate required to 
secure that sum. 

There js little doubt that the legisla- 
ture would authorize whatever mill rate 
was necessary. 

The working out of some such exact 
formula for securing adequate library 
funds is an absolute necessity if Edmon- 
ton's library is to maintain its present high 
standards, 

A library is one of the greatest educa- 
tional assets in a community, And to per- 
mit Edmonton's library to get down at 
heel through lack of financial support 
would be a calamity incompatible with the 
growth and future of the city. 


What Kind of Population? 


There seems to be unanimity of opin- 
ion among Canada’s political parties that 
this country needs a much larger popula- 
tion. 

It is probably true that a larger pop- 
ulation would help to solve a good many 
national problems, among which the 
transportation problem is eminent. 

But it does not do to forget the 
sociological and economic indigestion suf- 
fered by the United States when thet coun- 
try laid too much emphasis on population 
quantity and too little emphasis on pop- 
ulation quality. 


Between 1840 and 1940, the United 
States’ population increased by 114,600,- 
000 people. In 50 years, from 1890 to 
1940, it more than doubled itself, 

In 77 years, Canada has grown by 
approximately only 10,000,000 people. 

By purely statistical standards, it is a 
poor contrast. 

But the immigration experiences of 
the United States indicate that this coun- 
try would be foolish to go hysterically 
overboard for a greatly enlarged popula- 
tion without enquiring most cautiously 
what kind of population it is to be. 


Lords Invited to Suicide 


‘For the second time the British house 
of commons has passed a law to restrict 
the veto power of the house of lords from 
two years to one year, 

This bill was passed at the previous 
session of the house, but the lords rejected 
it. It is expected that the lords will reject 
it again. After that, if the commons passes 
it a third time it becomes law without any 
further reference to the upper chamber. 

This curtailment in the power of the 
house of lords is not likely to plunge Bri- 
tain into quick disaster. But it will un- 
doubtedly increase the risks of extreme 
and fanatic legislation from any extreme 
and fanatical party that happens to be in 
power. 

All the house of lords has ever been 
able to do in modern times was to delay 
legislation for two years. To reduce that 
period of delay for more mature delibera- 
tion to a single year offers any radical 
party a highly dangerous opportunity to 
effect even fundamental constitutional 
changes before public opinion catches up 
with them, 


‘ON THE RECORD 


Strangely enough, it was the English- 
man’s fear of a certain type of aristocracy 
that impelled him to maintain this veto 
power in the aristocratic house of lords. 
For the Englishman, with considerable 
good sense and judgment, has a greater 
fear of an aris‘ocracy of intellect than of 
an aristocracy of birth. 

There has always been the danger of 
filling the lower chamber with intellectual 
sophisticates of the Harold J. Laski type 
and going out on a prolonged binge of leg- 
islative experiment. 

The house of lords is an exceedingly 
valuable brake on such hazardous experi- 
mentation, not because of its members’ 
characteristic conservative point of view, 
but because the accident of birth makes 
them a truer cross-section of humanity 
than an elected house of commons can 
ever be. 

That, at least, is one modern theory 
of the value of the lords who are now 
invited to commit partial suicide that the 
nationalization of Britain's industries may 
proceed with greater ease and speed.

Crossing 


Editor, Bulletin—For some time, 
from a pedestrian's viewpoint, I 
have felt that traffic lights at the 
corner of Whyte Ave. (82nd) and 
109th St. were a necessity, Re- 
cently, due to school over-crowd- 
ing small children who are south 
of 82nd Ave., previously going to 
University school, are now forced 
to cross this busy intersection to 
get to Garneau school. There is 
no sidewalk on the west side of 
109th St. or on part of 110th St. 
and, during inclement weather, 
especially, all the children from 
this area are forced to cross to 
the east side of 109th St 

Through the engineers depart- 
ment I secured traffic count fig- 
ures taken in 1946. A count at 
104th St. and 82nd Ave reveal- 
ed that a peak of 6,200 cars pass- 
ed there, most of these turning 
on to 82nd Ave. from 109th St. A 
check on 109th St., south of 82nd 
Ave., showed a peak of 2,065, This 
makes a daily peak total of 8,265 

“cars or an approximate hourly 
rate of 340 cars. I was also told 
that the peak hour for traffic was 
4 to 6 o'clock—just when school 
is let out. 

Can we expect six-year-olds to 
cope with this traffic without any 
help in crossing the street? If 
lights are not possible, a police- 
man during rush hours, or even 
school monitors, if such 
sible so far from the school, 
would be a help, but let us do 
something before a fatality oc- 
curs at this intersection

This Canadian increase, of 
course, has been completely ab- 


sorbed by increased wage de- 
mands, “he increase will give the 
railways $70 millions a year; they 
will pay out $81 millions a year 
more in wages and rising cost of 
materials will take another 536 
millions, Thus the railways are 
expected to meet higher costs of 
nearly $120 millions out of a $70- 
million rate increase. 

The only way railways can cut 
expenses, says Mr, Vaughan, is by 
reducing the number of employes, 
“and that would only be. possible 
by curtailing our services, and 
cutting down our purchases 
(about $350 millions a year). To 
do so would adversely affect 
nearly every community and in- 
dustry in Canada.” ‘ 

But is that the only way? 

Expenses might be cut by in- 
troduction of better equipment 
which will move more freight 
more efficiently, Further savings

Hockey's Horatio Alger ... 


BRANDON, Sept. 22.—One day a writer with a 
streak of Horatio Alger in his make-up will decide to do 
a biographical on Al Sutphin, volatile owner of Cleveland 
Barons of the American puck whirl. 

A number of titles, a la Alger come to mind. The 
work might fittingly be named “from peanut butcher to 
hockey mogul.” On the other hand it could be titled “from 
office boy to owner.” 

For the almost fabulously successful Baron head, 
who is scheduled to arrive in Brandon Thursday to see 
what goes in his hockey camp, has known what it meant 
to hustle peanuts and popcorn in the Cleveland baseball 
park and as well can remember when he toiled for a 
certain ink company for an office boy's munificient $3.00 
per week, 

It should be mentioned that the ink company in ques- 
tion happens to be the Braden-Sutphin, Today Mr, Sut- 
phin owns the flourishing manufacturing concern. 

The story of how the Ohio-born-and-reared Sutphin 
happened to get into the ink game ranks in interest with 
the manner in which he later grew his first hockey roots. 
It may not however, exactly sing the bell with educational 
authority.

It appears that in a certain Cleveland high school 
a certain student, Al Sutphin by name, was getting into 
more than his share of grief with his teachers. 

Finally matters came to‘a head, Following one par- 
ticularly trying escapade the powers-that-be decided that 
young Mr. Sutphin was to beat it on home, there to stay 
until such time as he could get his father to return with 
him. The head of the family then was to post a bond, or 
something, guaranteeing the future good behaviour of 
his rambunctious offspring. 

Somewhat tearfully our black sheep boarded a street- 
car for home, This time he knew he had carried matters 
too far. 

Undoubtedly Pop Sutphin would take a dim view 
of the escapade particularly considering that he was being 
rung in on it, 

However, as events of the next few minutes were to 
prove, it can rightfully be said that it is always darkest 
just before the dawn. 

As fate had dealt the cards a friend of Pop Sutphin’s, 
a Mr. Braden, was riding that same street car, The wor- 
ried boy and the ink manufacturer, as Braden happened 
to be, shortly were conversing, 

Outcome was that Braden offered the lad an office 
boy’s job in his employ, sAlary $3.00 per week. 

His progress up the ladder was steady, Before long 
it was discovered that Al Sutphin was a natural-born 
salesman, He was promoted to the sales staff, and in time 
was offered a partnership in the business. . 

Then Braden, founder and early guiding hand behind 
the company was killed in an airplane crash, Control of 
the Braden-Sutphin ink company passed into the hands 
of its one-time office boy, where it rests today.

Games were played in an old rink, 
the Elysium, which was poorly situated and had a seat- 
ing capacity of under 2,000, The ice sport was just limping 
along. 

At this point Sutphin was prevailed on to buy the 
Cleveland club. He took over from Holmes, lock, stock and 
barrel, in return for $10,000. 

Shortly things were humming. First off, Sutphin de- 
cided to build a new rink. He secured property in the 
downtown part of the city. In due course a fine structure 
was erected. Just over a year ago an offer of $3,500,000 
was made by a group interested in getting hold of the 
Cleveland franchise in the American Hockey League. 

Sutphin’s next move was to build up the Barons, as 
the team came to be known, He went on a talent hunt and 
brought the club the famed Cook brothers—first Bill, 
then Bun—as coach and a scouting system was built up. 

Today Cleveland is rated with the great hockey 
centres. 'The Barons have a terrific following. At least 
twice the National Hockey League has made overtures 
to owner Sutphin, designed to add the Ohio metropolis 
to its ranks. 

As though to cap it all for Sutphin, last season's 
Barons, in winning the American League crown off by 
themselves, went 30 games without defeat in one stretch. 
They set a world record in so doing, set it for a fellow 
who has broken a few records in his own right, Al Sut- 
phin,
